The Hellenic Contribution To Christianity 


MODERN CHURCHMAN’S VIEWS 


| [By R. B, Tolfington, D.D., Canon of Chelmsford, Author of 
Alexandria, ete.]. 


No Hellenic clement is discover- 
able in the Ife and teaching of 
Jesus Christ. We was Jesus of 
Nazureth, a man of Galilee, and 
though thera was a Greek popula- 
tion in Decapolls, and a Greck 
school at Gerasa, such influences 
were without offect upon His mess- 
nage and His outlook. The 
affinities of Jesus were with the 
Prophets and the greater Rabbis, 
not with the philosophers.  Al- 
ways His appeal is to the heart 
and to the will, rather than to the 
mind, © Tho distinctive quallty 
and charm of.the Sermon on the 
Mount aro lost as’ soon a8 you 
transform it into a schemo and a 
system. Peter confessed that 
Josus was the Messiah, ‘Thou art 
the Christ,’ and recelved memorable 
commondation. Had Philip simil- 
arly made a great acknowledgment 
and declared, ‘Thou art the 
Logos, Thou art the Word,’ it 
is diMcult to any what answer the 
Lord would have accorded to such 
n,tribute. Contrary tu what has 
ofton been supposed or assumed. 
Josus, wa are . told, was not 
bilingual; ‘He spoke | Aramale, 
writes Klausner, ‘and thero fs no 
hint that He know Greek,’ 

» . Hellenic Influence 

So originating, what would 
have been. the future development 
of the Christian religion if there 
had “been no Hollenlcs oontribu- 
tion? - Tho quostion Is on intor- 
esting ono to.ask, but obviously im- 
possible to answer. So soon as 
Chriatinnity sprond from Galileo 
to Antfoch, ‘so soon as onion of 
Cyprus and Cyrene ‘spake unto the 
Grocinns, preaching tho Lord 
Hellenic ‘influenco was 
Inevitable and the Hellente eon- 
tribution Wan assured, In tho 
language, the culture, the oduen> 
tlon, the Ilterature, In the whole 
mole of life of tha ofvilized world 
that Jay around the Mediter- 
ranean, the Greok clement wan av 
pervnsiva that ‘no new. religion 
oould attempt te Ignore ft and 


Already Judaism had in 
large measure abandencd _ Its- 
fsolation. If there were conserva- 
tive Israelites in the first century, 
as there had been in the days of 
Antiochus Epiphanes, still there 
were Philo and the Septuagint and 
the steady solvent of common com- 
mercial interests to tell on the 
other side. Equally inevitable 
was the-influence of this Hollenic 
environment upon Christianity. 
Historical conditions do not make 
a religion, but at least they Inrge- 
ly dotermine the course of its 
development. Tho relfglon of 
Jesus could only win adheronts in 
the Gentile world by spenking to 
them in a language they under- 
stood and by bringing its mesange, 
‘into contact with their life. 
Honce, fnevitably, in various 
moasures, adaptation, accom- 
modation, fusion, assimilation, 
secularization, syncretism, many 
names for the one diversified -pro- 
céss by which Nazareth was lnk- 
ed with Athens. 

Influence of Stephen

“Tho Catholic Church," which in 
tis book is a sort of divine 
granory. of Truth was In reality 
more Hke tho description of the 
Englishman's clothes in Shake- 
spenre—a ‘patchwork with borrow- 
ings from all sides. Round the 
teachings of Jesus and his follow- 
ors, after the Founder's doath, there, 
was gradually woven a cocoon. of. 
ritual and dogma drawn from the 
surrounding creeds. The sacra- 
montal {dea with tho Eucharist; 
“the death and resurrection idea; 
wore a horitage from Miltira and 
Osirls; the colebate priesthood, 
perhaps from Cybele; with a mass 
of doctrine ‘and practice taken 
from the Elousinian and other | 
mysteries, Tho lteralness of. 
many of theso practices and be- 
Hefs, 80 natural to lesa refinod 
pooples, was bound to be replac- 
od by a symbolical interpretation. 
Human sacrifice passed to animal 
sacrifice as a surrogate and then 
to its imitation. Actua} blood was 
replnced by wine. Tho tera! re- 
surrection of the body becomes a 
spiritual renewal. The actual 
partaking of the body ns a lifa- 
giver gradually melts down into 
& commemorative feast. Crude 
phallictsm gots softened down Into 
‘a spiritual circumcision.’ The 
priesthood loses Its hold oxcept 
with the moro illiterate, Some 
religions seeing this, as is polnt- 
ed out by Mr. Belloc, In the case 
of the Mohammedans, boldly aban- 
doned the sacramental idea alto- 
gether, superseded tho priesthood 
/ and forbade {mages and tawdry 
fetishes In toto. In this they 
made an undoubted step in ad- 
vance. And, no doubt, whatever 
the religion of the future may bo, 
these things and the whole masa 
of dogma which covery yoar has 
a diminishing hold on the more 
enlightened members of the com- 
munity, will be as fossilised os 
the customa of the couvade or the 
knocking out of an‘ incisor tooth 
1s to-day.” But the. enlightened

he In each: éase borrows from 
Hellenic stories, not in any spirit 
of propaganda, but just vecause 
he Is using the media with which 
all educated people of his tine 
were familiar. ‘The Greeks seck 
after wisdom,’ he ‘said. reproach- 


fully. Yet there are passages in 
his own writings in which the 
Greek  outlodk is undeniable. 
Though he does not use the term 
Logos in Its technical sense, the 
doctrine of the Logos is clearly re- 
cognisable in the first chapter of 
the Epistle to, the Colossians, the 
Pauline authorship of which there 


seems no sufficient reason to dis-. 


pute. The single sentence, ‘In 
him all things -consist? is funda- 
mentally and intrinsically as Greel 
as it can be. : 
In New Testament Also 

It is time, however, to pass be- 
yond the Now'Testament. It will 
bo sufficient to note that thero is 
a Hellenic elezent in many of its 
principal —_ booka. St, Luke’s 
. Gospel, the Epistle to the Hebrews, 
the Epistle of Jnmes, and especlal- 
ly ‘the Prologue to the Fourth,| 
Gospel aro all affected, not morcly 
as a matter of language, by Greok 
influences, What Is evon moro 
notable {s the fact that before the 
close of the period covered by the 
Now Testament is reached, such 
dofinitely Hebraic items as the 
Kingdom of God, tho national 
Messiah, and a good deal of 
eschatology, have alrendy recedod. 
Thoy were o hindrance rather than 
a help to the new religion in its 
presentation to tho Gentile world. 

The Apologists—and we will not 
forget Jurtin Martyr among. thoir 
number—accomplished a considor-. 
ablo-work of reconc!Mation. Some 
of thelr shorter writings, especial- 
ly the Epistle to . Déoynetus -and 
the’ Octavtve of Minfelus Felix, 
combine Nterary grace with 
upiritual value in a  degrea not 
common among the productions of 
early Christian theology. And 
then eomo the Gnostics.  ‘Thoro’ 
is no authoritative dofinition ‘of 
the term.

Police that the Women’s 

Women ‘Club of that city, is 

up in arms against 

the acting Chief of: Police, who 


disapproved their request for 
three police women on _ the 
ground that it was premature, 
The committee retorted that for 
25 years police women had been 
doing things highly conducive to 
women’s welfare in grent cities 
in all parts of the world. It was 
recalled that when police matrons 
were asked for fifteen years ago, 
the same reply was given, yet 
since they had been appointed 
they had been. a great success. 
In Hong Kong we have. not yet 
even reached’ the ‘matron stage 
rand the arguments adduced by 
the good ladies of Manila for. the 
appointment of police women are 
quite as‘ applicable to.this Colony 
as to “The Pearl of the Orient.” 
A resolution by the c ittee of 
the Club asserts that there is a 
deplorable and. well-organised 
trafic in women and girls for 
immoral purposes there and the 
increasing numbers of young 
women going out from the shelter 
of the home into public life 
makes Imperative special .mea- 
sures for’ their protection, « of 
which tHe appointment of police 
women scems most important. 
The committee, upon the rejection 
of its first application raised its 
request for three police women to 
ten.

FEAR OF THE PRESS 


Why Thefts Are Not. 
Reported 


_ That, through fcar of publicity In 
the Press, the Roman Catholic

CELLINI THE UNTAMABLE | 


‘Story Of His 


One of the most. intorosting 
passages In Benvenuto Collini’s 
own story of his Rmazing carcor 
deals with his eseape from priaon. 
Shortly after ho had rocoived Popo 
Paul NHL's pardon for a coldsblood- 
ed murder, .an.employes whom’ he 
had ill treated got-him arrested an a, 
chargo-of having stolen a ‘number 
of the papal Jewels. Cellini States 
that the charge was groundless; it 
may Have been, but at a provious 
stage in his autoblography ho ad- 
mits having. stolen some gold when 
he took the jewels from thelr set- 
tings nt the order of Popo Clement 
VII. (Paul IEl.’s predecessor) dur- 
ing the sack,of Rome by Charles 
the Fifth of Spain. And later, 
after he had visited the couyt of 
France, it ‘was alleged that he 
omitted—doubtless by a sheer over- 
sight caused by absent-mindcdness 
—to exclude from his travelling 
baggage a quantity of plate belong- 
ing.to the’ Franch king. 

Guarded by'a Lunatic 

At all eventa, he was found gullty 
of stealing the papal jewels, and 
was promptly cast Into the castle 
of St. Angelo,. The castellan who 
had charge over him was a Floren- 
tine who at first treated him kind- 
ly. But the castellan was subject 
to fits of temporary: Insanity; some- 
times he thought himself to be an 
oil-jar, at other times a frog. 
Once he insisted that he was dend, 
und demanded to ‘be buried. 
(Cellini was just the man, by tem- 
Porament and experience, to make 
him dead in actual fact; he doubt- 
less itched to gratify the castellan’s 
desire for burial, but a favourable 
opportunity docs not seem to have | 
presented itself.) .On “another oc- 
casion the cnstellan became firmly 
convinged that he was a bat; “when 
he went abroad to take the air,” 
says Callini, “he screamed like bats 
in a high, thin tone, and flapped 
his hands and body as though ‘he 
were about to fly.” He asked Cel- 
lini if he, too, would like to cleave 
the alr on lightsome wing. This 
gave Benvenuto on Idea; he pro- 
posed that the castellan should al- 
low him to muke himself.a-pair of 
wings out of waxed linen, with 
which to fly up from the castle and. 
down to the meadow below.’ He der 
clared that he had always been 
eager to do, and had already done, 


“such thfngs as come hardest to 
men.’ 


He added, “As for flying, 
the God of Nature has given mo a 
body more than usually agile.” 
Escape From the Castle 
Unfortunately “for - Cellini, the 
castellan scems to have had a tem- 
porary roturn'of sanity at this 
stage; he saw through the ruse and 
exclaimed, “The Pape has com- 
manded me'to look alter you as the 
apple of his eye, and I knaw you 
ara a clever enough devil to make 
your, escape; therefore, Iam going 
to lock you up with.a hundred keys, 
So that you don’t make off.” 
Cellini’s protests and entreaties 
were In vain; he was bound and 
placed in a dungeon, He made up 
his mind to cscape as soon as 
possible, and -mannged to steal a 
pair of pincers from one of the 
Swiss Guards, and hid-it in his mat-, 
tress, He used the pincers, in the 
dead of night. lo extract the nails 
which fastened the hinges -of the 
dungeon-door,“and he concealed the- 
holes by sham nail-heads, made of 
wax and rusty iron filings.. After 
much careful labour, he loosencd 
the hinges of the door and escaped 
from the dungeon carly one morn- 
ing, taking with him o dagger and 
a Hnen rope whith ho had mado 
by tearing his shects into strips. 
One ond of the rope he mode fast 
to a projection in the.roof, and 
then let himself down from a great 
height, and at first thought he was 
free. But it wns not 80; the 
cnstallan had built two extra walls, 
Cellini, with the ald of a pole, 
sealed the first of there, and then 
mot a sentine), whom he frightened 
off with his poinard. Another 
sentinel apponred, but “icemed un- 
willing to see’ him; this is not.alto- 
gother surprising. for Cellinf'a 
strongth and ferocity were well 
known, He xerambled over the 
second wali, uf in alfhting fell 
and was) knocked  unconacious. 
When he recovered an hour and a 
half had elapsed; “the day ‘was 
about to break, and the frosh Gool 
air that comes before tho rising of 
the sun brousht ime to my sense!’ 
Soon afterwards he wan attack. 
od by a horde. of hungry. mastiffs, 
but he beat then off, and crawled 
on all fours towards a place whore 
ho thought he could count on 
shelter. On the way thither, how- 
ever, he wan recognised and tnkon 
to tha palace uf Cardinal Cornaro. 
Tho Cardinal pnekod him off to the 
Popo, who treuted him falrly well 
until freah evidence respecting his 
murder .of Pompeo came to light. 
Ifo was aatift to a criminals’ prison’ 


and thon back again to ‘tho Castle |- 


of Bt, Angelo: 
"san Auroolec6¥ Gidry””

Friday, he quarrelled violently with 
a postmaster, who accuscd him of 
over-riding one of his horses. 
“Head of a pig!’ shouted Cellini. 
The postmaster thereupon polnted 
his pike at Cellini, who pointed his 
arqueébuse at the postmaster. “The 
weupon,” says Cellini, “went off of 
itself; the ball struak him in tho 
windpipe, so that ‘he fell down 
dead." The ruManly. genius had 
committed his third murder. « 

By the good offices of the Car- 
dingl of Ferrara—who, with char- 
acteristic ingratitude, he abuses up 
hill and down dale—Cellini at 
length found himself at the French 
court, whore the brilliance of his

He tells how, with his tonguo.in 
his cheek, he on one occasion told 
the King to his. face that he was 
“truly a god-of Mars, the greatest 
hero on the earth, and the only hero 
who never draws his sword except 
in the caus¢ of picty and justice.’ 
It might have been expected that 
this_sycophancy by its very extra- 
vagance, would have made the king 
laugh scornfully, or turned him to 
anger against the insincerity of the 
man who uttered it. But Francis, 
it appears, lapped it all up and 
asked for more,. exclaiming. 
“Verily, I have here found a man 
after my own heart”. With as 
strnight a Yace as he could manage, 
Cellini remarked: “My good for- 
tune in pleasing such a king is far 
greator.” Alas for the childishness 
of princes, oo 

Cellini had a great time In Parla, 
executing many superb works of 
art for the King, and In the inter- 
vals of labour, indulging In the 
most shameless profligacy. But he 


had a bitter enemy in- Madanic|' 


d’Etampes, chief among the King's 
mistreases, and tho tima came when 
“this vindictive woman" as Cellini 
calls her, was ablo to polson the 
King's mind sgainst him.. As soon 
ns he became awaresthat he was 
falling from favour he returned to 
Italy, taking with him ns has eon 
anid, a quantity of tho King’s silver. 
Messengers from the court overtook 
him and recovered tia property; he 
admits that he gave it up to them, 
hut donfon that thoy had pny, right 
tto'take it. His explanation of how 
he bocnme possessod of ft fa in- 
genious, but loaves little room for 
doubt that he committed deliberate 
theft. ‘ ‘ 

Ife roturned, to his. native elty, 
Floronce, and, oxcopt for a short 
visit to Venice, remained on tho 
banks of the gently-flowing Arno 
until doath claimed him.

Blackmailing Tendencies 


This provision was not repro- 
duced’ fn the Printors and Pub- 
Hahers Ordinance, 1927 (No..

é Security or Bond 

A Bil which -will be introduc- 
ad intot the Legislative Council 
shortly, therefore, requires a 
security from every newspaper, 
existing or future. .The cash 
security to bo required is $3,000 
but the Registrar of Newspapers 
is given discretion to accept in- 
stead of the cash doposit a bond 
with- one or two sureties. The 
deposit, .or the money secured by 


the bond, will be available for the |. 


payment of the “following:— 


»J(a) any fine Imposed on the pro- 
prictor, printer, publisher or cdi- 
tor of tho newapaper, cither 
under the ‘Printers and Publish- 
ers ‘Ordinance or in reapect of 
any' matter appearing in the 
newspaper; and .

Fifty Years of Effort Fall 

. British attention was directed to- 
word tho cessation of this traffle 50 
yoars ago when Sir John Smale, chief 
Justice of Hong Kong, donounced it 
and Lord Kimborley ordered an in: 
gulry,, but slavery still -continucs. 
Winston Churchill, former chancellor 
of the’ oxchequor, tried to abolish 
tho systom in 1022 unsuccessfully. 
An ordinance passed the following 
yoar aimed at tho abolition of slavery 
also fallor, 

Although there is ‘an act on the 
books ageinst Multani, the outhoritlos 
scem helpless.

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ROYAL COMMISSION 
Problem of Checking 
Speed 
Taken as a whole, the Second Re- 
port of the Royal Commission on 
Transport, which denls“with the 
licensing .and regulation of publics 
service vehicles, does not contain 
much which has not already been 
prophesied in this jotrnal, says 
“The Commercial Motor,” this ap- 
plying in particular to the recom- 
mendation regarding the appoint- 
ment of Area Commissioners, It in 
too early yet to publish trade views 
regarding it, but the whole matter 
will form a subject for discussion 
at conferences to be held during 
the period of the Commercial Motor 

Exhibition. 

There fs, however, one particular 
suggestion that requires careful 
thought. It Is to the effect that the 
Commissioners shail satisfy them. 
selves that the time-tables of dll 
regular“services are arranged ?n 
such manner that the legal maxi- 
mum speed mit for the vehicles 
used will not be exceeded. 

This proviso may ensily lend It- 
self to abuse, and appenrs to us to 
be.a most unsatisfactory and round- 
about method of checking the speed 
of vehicles. It is the opinion of 
“The Commercial Motor” that tho 
imposition of any maximum Hmit js 
futile, as it has been proved in the 
past, that speed checking is usually 
undertaken at places where high 
speeds are” perfectly safe. 
Tho paying of greater attention to 
the prevention of dangerous driving 
is the only practicable method of 
vehicle control. Slowing o particu- 
lar class of vehicle tends to im- 
pede the traffic flow, 3, with the 
increasing congestion, the passing 
of one vehicle by another may be 
far more dangerous than would be 
the aottuning of the relative rates 
of progression. a

Nalrobl on the same eight tyres 


that had carried us through our 
preceding expedition, For nine 
months tore we hunted new game 
pocketa in Tanganyika, shooting 
Mons, clephants, giraffes, and many

Still the Fisk tyres held up. Finals 
ly, near the conclusion of this 
second expedition, one of the elght 
tyres went flat and was replaced by 
a spare. gid 
Longevity 
Mr. Johnson smilingly confessed 


to every known crime against. the 


longevity of pneumatic tyres. 
The one-ton American trucks usual- 


ly carried a two-ton load, with half 
a dozen African porters piled on 
top. The drivers of the trucks were 
native blacks, who had never join- 
ed any societies for the prevention 
of cruelty to tyres, If the expedi- 
tion had ever owned a tyro gauge, 
it wns lost. The rubber side walts 
were torn off by chains and wore 
not vulcanized. As for checking up 
the wheel alignments, even tho 
terms of “camber,” “castor,” and 
“gather” wore outside the expedi- 
tion's vocabulary. 


Pig Holes” 

“Any‘road in America Is a boule- 
vard by comparison with tho. routes 
we followed in Africa,” said Mr. 
Johnson. “Across the veldt, bump- 
ing over and into rock, strewn 
guilics or “dongas,” up the 14,000 
foot Ndoto mountains where no 


motor car had ever been before; | 


through rivers, into “pig holes” and 
out again, we travelled.” Exactly 
how many miles we covored cannot 
even be catimated, but for twenty 
months out of the two and a halt 
years these eight tyres have .been 
on our trucks, we travelled between 
85 and 160 miles dally, practically 
all across the country.” 

After a few months in the States, 
Mr. and Mrs. Johnson returned to 
Africa, where for ton years they 
havo spent most of thelr time. A 
native of Independence, .Kan., Mr. 
Johnson has virtually dedicated his 
lifo to studying and photographing 
tho rapidly vanishing wild animals 
got Africa, Mr. and Mrs, Johnson 
bee achieved {international recog.

Benefit Of Testing Car 
Battery 


Sulphurle acid Js much: heavier 
than water, and s0 a solution of 
suiphurle acid and water (ns the 
electrode) will be heavier than 
wator, and the grestor the propor- 
tlon of acld to water the heavier 
will be tho solution. 


When tho olectrolyte is first pour- 
ed into the battery much ‘of the 
sulphurle-acid will be absorbed by 
tho plates, and se tho clectrolyte 
Lecomes Hghter In wolght, tho pro- 
portion of acid to water becoming 
less. As the battery Is charged, 
however, tho sulphuric. acid {s 
thrown out of. tho.plates and into 
the eloctrolyte again, thus mnoking 
the electrolyte heavier. As tho 
battery Is discharged tha acid will 
again be absorbed and the olectro- 
lyte becomes lighter. 

Hore thon, is a way in which to 
see how well ‘charged the battery 
in—namely, by welghing the elec- 
trolyte. 


Weighing the Electrolyte 

The best way to welgh the slec- 
trolyte fs by menns of a hydro- 
meter. This is a glass tubo made 
air-tight, having some lead shot ag 
weight In the bottom and having-a 
scute of numbora-in the top, 

The hydrometer {a so welghted 
and proportioned that when placed 
in pure water it will sink to such 
a depth as to have the top of the 
water come to the 1,000-mark on the 
Tho very top is the 1,000- 
murk of many hydrometers. If 
placed ina liquid heavier than 
ater it will not sink so far, and 
the number to which the top of the 
liquid comes will give the weight 
ot the tiquid as compared to the 
weight of water. Thus, the liquid 
weighs 1.3 a3 much as water does. 

So, then, to teat a battery to see 
how the charge is, draw out some 
of the electrolyte and place it in 
When the reading 
Is: 

1.276 to 1.300 battery ia, fully 

“charged. - 

1.260 battery is 

1.210 battery Is %4 charged.

1.120 battery is discharged. 

A apecial hydrometer , syringe 
with which the electrolyte can be 
tlrawn out of the battery, and also 
containing the hydrometer, can be 
purchased at any accessory store 
and will prove a handy device to 
have. 

While you can test a battery of 
dry cells with-an ammeter you can- 
not do this in the case of n storage 
battery. In the first case the am- 
perage is seldom over 22, while in 
the second case it will be so high 
as to burn out'the Instrument, 
there not being enough resistance.

Filling with distilled water fs ex- 
tremely important if the battery is 
to have a long and efficient life. 
Do not attempt to test the bat- 
tery after filling with water. 
Never put acid into the battery. 
A storage battery -can only be 
charged by a direct current . and 
when charging the positive wire of 
the charging current must be con- 
nected to the positive of the bat- 
tery and the negative to the 
negative. The voltage of the charg- 
ing current should be somewhat 
greater than that of the battery, 
while the amperage should not bo 
above one-tenth of the capacity.- 
When a battery is charged or dis- 
charged very quickly It will over- 
heat, and this overheating may re- 
sult in tho plates warping. When

Simple Time-Saving 
~ Device ae 


The simpllelty of many time-saving 
devices employed by Studebaker in tho
